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SUPERSIZED JAIL 

City to double capacity of House of D

The city Department of Correc- 
tions will double the prisoner 
capacity of the Brooklyn House of 
Detention as part of a scheme to 
add retail to the jail’s first floor. 

The retail proposal was first reported 
in The Brooklyn Papers earlier this 
month — but the city withheld its plan 
to expand the 11-story jail with a rear 
annex facing State Street until this week. 


“We thought as long as we are build- 
ing, why not add more cells?” said Cor- 
rection spokesman Tom Antenen. 

The proposal will add 800 beds to 
jail, which at present is home to 760 
cells. The jail sits at the rapidly gentrify- 
ing intersection of Atlantic Avenue and 
Smith Street. 

Inmates were moved out of the jail in 
2003, but sometimes shuffle in and out 
as they await trials in nearby court- 
rooms, which can be accessed through 
an underground tunnel. 


“We can build a little more and have 
capacity for all the people that are trav- 
eling through [Downtown Brooklyn] to 
get to the court,” said Antenen, adding 
that the new cells would reduce the 
number of wire-mesh windowed jail 
vans shuttling prisoners through Brook- 
lyn and help lessen traffic congestion. 

Area residents said this week that 
they would fight the expansion. 

“We want retail, but not if it comes 
with doubling the jail,” said Sandy Bal- 
boza, president of Atlantic Avenue Bet- 


terment Association. “We hear the offer 
and we don’t accept.” 

One letter demanding a better expla- 
nation for the new plan has already gone 
out to the city. 

“If the jail can’t go away we need to 
know why,” said Sue Wolfe, president of 
the Boerum Hill Association. 

The city says the answer is obvious. 

“Why build a new jail when you can 
add onto one that is in pretty good shape 
and already in the inventory,” said Antenen. 

The House of D is the only municipal 


jail still standing in Brooklyn and since 
it closed in 2003, inmates have been sent 
to Rikers Island. But officials say crime 
levels could easily rise and Rikers could 
become overcrowded. 

“The jail population is down now but 
there are fluctuations that we need to be 
ready for,” Antenen said. “A city needs 
jails in multiple areas.” 

When the House of Detention was 
built in 1957 architectural critics com- 
pared its harsh modem lines to Manhat- 
tan’s UN Headquarters.

The 309-unit building — its address 
is 306 Gold St. — is the first residen- 
tial high-rise being built following ap- 
proval in 2004 of the skyscraper- 
friendly Downtown Brooklyn Plan. 

Downtown Brooklyn planners 
were crowing this week. 

“For years, when you crossed the 


[Manhattan] bridge onto Flatbush, 
you would see nondescript buildings 
and gas stations,” said Michael Burke, 
director of the Downtown Brooklyn 
Council. 

“Now, you will see a nice-looking 
building with beautiful streetscapes.”

Park Slope activist 
Jackie Connor, 63

Sitting on the steps of Old First 
Reformed Church at Carroll Street 
and Seventh Avenue in an old flannel 
shirt and baseball cap, chatting up 
strangers and friends, Jackie Connor 
looked to some like a street person. 

But those people didn’t know Jack- 
ie Connor. 

Connor, who died on March 8 after 
a vigorous battle with lung cancer, 
was a civic activist, a crime watch- 
dog, a tenant advocate, a self-describ- 
ed agent provocateur and, according 
to Michael Gordon, the former owner 
of the Mojo Cafe, “more effective 
than 311 in improving fife in Park 
Slope.” 


Her memorial service Sunday at 
the St. Francis Xavier School audito- 
rium attracted a cross section of Park 
Slope and surrounding neighbor- 
hoods, a testament to Connor’s re- 
nown. Everyone from neighbors to 
friends, to pols and cops, were on 
hand not to bury Connor, but to praise 

“I don’t think the people of Park 
Slope realized just how much they 
owe their quality of life to Jackie,” 
said City Councilman David Yassky 
(D-Brooklyn Heights).

Newhart plays 
Brookyn Center

Bob Newhart hasn’t changed. 

He acts the same, sounds the same, 
makes audiences laugh the same, and — 
lucky guy — even looks the same. It must 
be his ability to find humor in any situation. 
Be it himself, Dr. Robert (Bob) Hartley, 
Dick Loudon, Papa Elf or Morty Flickman 
— just some of the characters he’s played 
in his more than 40-year career as funny- 
man extraordinaire — he’s still the same 
talented guy he was at the start. 

And from the looks of his fist of credits, 
his career is far from over. In fact, he’ll per- 
form in this borough — for the first time 
ever — as part of Brooklyn Center for the 
Performing Arts’s series at Brooklyn Col- 
lege in Midwood on Saturday, March 25. 

Keeping busy 

Last summer, Newhart, 76, spent some 
time in South Africa shooting the sequel to 
the 2004 TV movie “The Librarian: Quest 
for the Spear” with Noah Wyle (from ‘ER”). 
At the end of the month, he’ll embark on a 
three-city stand-up tour to Philadelphia, En- 
glewood, NJ, and Brooklyn. The back and 
forth, however, is nothing out of the ordinary 
for Newhart who has been city-hopping to 
make people laugh since 1960. 

His routines are infamous. A few of his 
’60s recordings topped the charts; “The But- 
ton-Down Mind of Bob Newhart” hit No. 1 . 
He recorded seven more after it and won 
three Grammys. During his upcoming tour, 
he’ll perform two of the tried and true — 
most likely “The Driving Instructor” and 
“Sir Walter Raleigh,” he told GO Brooklyn 
in a recent interview. He’ll throw in a new 
routine as well, something sure to make au- 
diences laugh — nothing about politics. 

“I’ve never thought of myself as an edu- 
cator,” said Newhart. “I see myself as an 
entertainer. With politics you automatically 
alienate half of your audience.” 

Fresh material 

His new routine will involve observa- 
tions on the “crazy” planet we inhabit, trav- 
eling today, everyday experiences and reli- 
gion. (Newhart was raised Catholic, which 
allows him to poke a little fun, based on 
personal experience.) 

On average he makes 30 to 35 stand-up 
performances per year. All of that, on top 
of movie roles and TV appearances. His 
three-episode guest appearance on “ER” 
garnered him an Emmy nomination in 
2004, and most recently, he’s been check- 
ing in on ABC’s hit series “Desperate 
Housewives.” 

“I was highly complimented when 
[‘Desperate Housewives’ creator] Mark 
Cherry called my agent,” Newhart said. 
“They could’ve gotten anyone in the world. 
They probably could’ve gotten [Dick] Ch- 
eney. He’s probably tired of all the flack for 
the recent [shooting] incident. He probably 
would have said, ‘to hell with it.’ ”

High-noon 
heist on 
P’P West

Two teens robbed a woman walking along Prospect 
Park West during a holdup in broad daylight on March 9. 

The pair followed the 36-year-old victim from a nearby bank 
and surrounded her on the block between President and Carroll 
streets, shortly after noon, police said. One thief insisted, “Give 
me the phone, give me the phone,” snatched the cellphone from 
the victim’s hand and shoved her to the ground, where she 
scraped her knee. 

Police are now searching for a black teenage girl, 16 or 17 
years old, 5-feet- 1 tall and 130 pounds, dressed that day in a 
black North Face jacket. But they have few details on her teenage 
accomplice. 

Restaurant robbed 

Thieves busted through the wall of a Seventh Avenue eatery to 
steal $300 last week, police said. 

The burglars pried open the sidewalk cellar door and snuck 
into the joint, near 11th Street, after workers closed up around 
8:30 pm on March 11. 

When the 40-year-old manager arrived the next day, he dis- 
covered that prowlers broke through a back wall to get into the 
restaurant. Once inside, the thugs grabbed the cash register — 
filled with just three $100 bills — and fled through the back door. 

Hi-tech burg 

A quick-acting thief snatched $3,120 in electrical equipment 
from a car parked on Eighth Avenue on March 9, police said. 

The robber managed to slip inside the car, between Sixth and 
Seventh avenues, shortly after 4:15 pm, without breaking any 
locks or glass. The thief removed the electrical goods from under 
the front passenger seat, where the 65-year-old owner stashed a

A high-tech hook-up allowed a Park Slope business 
owner who was secluded in his country home to help 
police bust a serial bar burglar. 

Detectives at the 78th Precinct arrested a 42-year-old homeless 
man on March 10 and charged him with burglarizing the Park 
Slope Ale House several nights earlier. Police believe the suspect, 
who they said has a history of burglary convictions, also broke 
into Bar Minnow earlier this month. 

The arrest hinged on help from the 41-year-old owner of the Ale 
House, on Sixth Avenue near Fifth Street, who installed a network 
of security cameras — both inside and outside the pub — and 
linked the video to a live Internet feed, said police and a bartender 
at the pub. The business was also wired with a burglar alarm. 

When the alarm sounded at 1:42 am on March 7, the hookup 
allowed the owner to witness the crime — online — even though 
he was miles away. The burglar busted through the door, dashed 
behind the bar and wrenched the cash register free. By 1:47 am 
he was back out the door, the cash register — with $300 left in 
the drawers — tucked under his arm. 

The alarm also summoned police, who arrived at the Ale 
House moments later to find the door open, but the thief gone. 
They dusted the pub for fingerprints and reviewed the security 
video — which showed the robber casing the pub for at least 10 
minutes before he broke in — and caught up with the suspect 
several days later. 

Police declined to name the alleged burglar. “All I know is we 
got him,” said the bartender, who declined to give her name. 

Police believe the suspect also broke into Bar Minnow, on 
Ninth Street off Seventh Avenue, the morning of March 3. The 
watering hole closed at 1:30 am, but when the 44-year-old owner 
arrived at 4 am to do paperwork, she found the door forced open 
and papers scattered about her office — but nothing missing. 

The woman told police burglars also hit the bar in mid-Febru- 
ary, but details on that break-in were not available.

Bay Ridgites have been 
putting in more calls than 
usual to Community 
Board 10 this winter about 
the number of homeless 
people loitering around at 
the end of the R subway 
line at 95th Street. 

According to CB10 District 
Manager Josephine Beck- 
mann, residents have reported 
homeless people inside busi- 
nesses, at the public library, 
and camping out on the steps 
of St. Patrick’s Church, espe- 
cially during cold snaps this 

“This year we’ve received 
10 or so calls compared to 
about five in previous years,” 
she said. 

Although the calls are the 
same sort of complaints that 
people have reported in the 
past, this year’s calls are more 
concentrated in and around 
95th Street. Recently a call 



bench in the park at 95th Street and Fourth Avenue. 


came in about a homeless 
woman at the library on 95th 
St. and Fourth Avenue who 
was unable to move or get up, 
explained Beckmann. 

In an effort to address con- 
cerns, CB10 held a meeting 
on the topic on Thursday, 
March 16, which followed the 
city’s annual homeless count. 

At the meeting, committee 
members discussed future out- 
reach to the homeless people 
in the area with the NYPD 
and the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority. 

On a warm day last week, 
there were barely any home- 
less to count around 95th 
Street. Pigeon Park was va- 
cant, the steps of St. Patrick’s 
were clear, and the businesses 
were homeless free. Now, 
business owners call the po- 
lice when homeless people 

“We just call the cops and 
they take them away,” said an 
employee of Laundry King, a 
24-hour laundry, where home- 


less people sometimes come 
in and sleep on the chairs. 

Whether it is the weather, 
sweeps of the subway, or po- 
lice involvement that deter the 
homeless, more head counts 
and CB10 meetings on home- 
less concerns are planned for 
the future so the community 
can continue to “get insight” 
into the problem, said Beck- 

Until then, the homeless in 
Bay Ridge may continue to 
seek warmer temperatures in- 
side or below ground on the 
subway when it is cold. 

“You can’t really blame 
them,” said an employee of a 
donut shop at 97th Street and 
Fourth Avenue about the 
homeless who try to get warm 

But that doesn’t mean that 
they are welcome — the 
shopkeeper said he calls the 
cops everytime a homeless 
person comes in.

Miu said. 

Alabi lost her job after a 
four-hour, closed-door hearing 
on her performance as district 
manager — a meeting called 
by McRae. 

Alabi was appointed by 
Robert Evans, the board’s 
chair prior to McRae. 

Alabi claimed that McRae 
forwarded her a group e-mail, 
subject-headed “Did you 
know...,” that seemed to be 
encouraging sexual activity. 

The e-mail was presented 
as evidence that McRae had 
acted improperly towards the 
district manager. 


Even Alabi’s supporters 
found the e-mail unconvinc- 
ing of anything but the dol- 
drums of community board 
life. 

“I choose to believe [the e- 
mail] was nothing more than a 
bad joke,” said Evans. 

McRae, who remains the 
chair of CB2, declined to 
comment on the city settle- 
ment with Alabi. 

Because the district manag- 
er is one of few paid positions 
at a community board, termi- 
nations are extremely rare — 
making lawsuits even rarer. 

“I’ve never even heard of a 
case like this,” said Micky 
Josephs, deputy assistant di- 
rector at the city Office of 
Management and Budget 
[OMB], which oversees com- 
munity boards. 

And because of the singu- 
larity of the case, it has been 
raised in at least one OMB 
memorandum as example of 
what not to do in when you 
are community board chair. 

Alabi, now working at a lo- 
cal health care union, said she 
was considering a run for the 
Assembly seat currently occu- 
pied by Roger Green (D-Fort 
Greene). Green, who resigned 
after pleading guilty to falsi- 
fying expense records, was 
re-elected anyway but is said 
to be considering a run for 
Congress.

for this seat, this white candidate could win by default, because if 
you knock each other off then he’ll pick up the remains.” 

One of the blacks candidates, state Sen. Carl Andrews (D- 
Crown Heights), seeking to court an audience beyond the room, 
waited for the camera from Brooklyn’s News 12 television to 
start taping before responding to Williams’ remarks. 

“First of all, let me say that this district has been and still is 
under the Voting Rights Act of 1965,” Andrews said. “Having 
said that, we all know that in the Civil Rights straggle, it was not 
only blacks who participated in it — it was whites, Latinos, lots 
of different ethnic groups, religious groups.” 

He said all of the candidates had the ability to represent the 
district, but that the community should place a high value on in- 
volvement in the community and “diversity.” 

Owens sought to allay fears that the black candidates couldn’t 
win, saying he was competitive with Yassky in the white parts of 
the district. 

“I’m the only person who takes white votes from the white 
candidate,” said Owens, citing his “politics and . . . being out 
there as an activist in Park Slope and Prospect Heights.” 

Williams suggested having several of the remaining candidates 
drop out so the black vote is not split. 

After the forum, Owens said that his dropping out didn’t make 
sense given his appeal across the whole district. And Assembly- 
man Nick Perry (D-Flatbush) said that contrary to reports, he was 
going to stay in the race to the end. 

But Andrews said he’d consider it. 

“If a compelling argument is made to me that I should drop 
out, I would consider that,” said Andrews. 

None of the candidates voiced an objection to Yassky’s ab- 
sence. Perry said it was appropriate, given the church group’s 
preference to elect a black candidate. 

“Whether we want to acknowledge it or not, race is a factor in 
this particular competition,” said Perry, who arrived an hour late. 
“Without any doubt, Mr. Yassky’s candidacy is calculated on the 
racial demographics of the candidates in the race.” 

The contest’s other candidate. City Councilwoman Yvette 
Clarke (D-Flatbush), did not attend. Her spokesman, Ranee Huff, 
cited the church group’s disorganization. 

“What they’re claiming to have done is to have called the 
councilmember on her cell and left a message about the details 
of the forum,” said Huff. “It’s not an acceptable way of confirm- 
ing a candidate’s going to be there.” 

Brooklyn falls under the Voting Rights Act because New York 
State once had an education test for voting, which blocked mi- 
norities from the voting booth, said Arthur Eisenberg of the New 
York Civil Liberties Union. Changes in designated Voting Rights 
election districts must be reviewed by the Department of Justice 
to avoid backsliding, he said. 

But the act “certainly doesn’t say that you have to be black or 
you have to be white to ran in a particular district,” Eisenberg 
said. “If it were to say that, the Voting Rights Act itself would be 
unconstitutional.” 

The form was held at Grace Baptist Church, in East New York.

memorabilia that conveyed the life of this fiesty and fearless 
mother of four who was a fighter and advocate for her communi- 
ty- 

“She didn’t want a wake,” said her daughter, Tracy, a former 
Brooklyn Papers and New York Post reporter who is now a re- 
porter at the Daily News. “She wanted people to come together, 
listen to music, and have a 
good time. But she did say, ‘I 
also want them to cry,’ ” she 

There were plenty of tears 
all right, but far more laughter 
for a woman who dealt coura- 
geously with adversity her en- 
tire life. 

Bom in Park Slope in 1942, 
she had polio as a child and 
spent two years at a hospital on 
Long Island. That may explain 
why she liked to be outside on 
the street so much. It also ex- 
plains why she walked with a 
limp all her life. But that didn’t Jackie Connor 

keep her from her high energy 

efforts to fight on behalf of 

school children, tenants, the police, and the people of Park Slope. 

In fact, according to Deputy Inspector Thomas Harris, who 
met Connor during his days as commanding officer of Park 
Slope’s 78th Precinct, she “knew the good, the bad and the ugly. 
She was there morning, noon and night. We’ll have to put six 
cops on Seventh Avenue to make up for her.” 

She was also famous for spontaneous protests. Whether it was 
to help a tenant avoid eviction or fight on behalf of a local mer- 
chant, she was always ready with signs, hand-made petitions. 

“She was my guardian angel and took care of me,” said Fonda 
Sara, the owner of Zuzu’s Petals, which was burned out of its 
Seventh Avenue location in 2004. 

“Minutes after the fire happened, Jackie did not leave the 
stoop next door to the store for days. She collected money for 
Zuzu’s, she wrote letters. She assured me that we would 
rebuild.” 

And she had strong opinions. “She didn’t speak to me for six 
months after I painted the doors of the church purple,” remem- 
bers Pastor Daniel Meeter of Old First Reformed Church. “But 
she was an important person to me and I worked hard to win her 

If you were a special friend (and there were many) she’d give 
you an angel coin, which she’d buy at the Clay Pot, a store where 
she was always welcome. Artistic by nature, she also made paper 
angels with humorous inscriptions that many in the audience still 
treasure. 

Renee Dinnerstein, a former kindergarten teacher at PS 321, 
remembered how Jackie pitched in to paint her son’s pre-kinder- 
garten classroom. Together with Dinnerstein’s husband, they 
painted the walls of PS 321 with the blessing of then-principal 
William Casey. 

Another educator, Dr. Annette Hall, of St. Francis Xavier 
School, told how students at her school recently interviewed 
Jackie for the school newspaper. “You notice I don’t have any 
hair?” she said to the children. “Well, I have a tumor. And I call 
it Brace. I named it after Brace Ratner.” 

George McLaughlin, Jackie’s “baby” brother, summed it up 
best: “Jackie never left here because she loved Brooklyn. The 
grittiness, the ability to deal with adversity. She was comfortable 
around people who lived their lives through their hearts. And 
Jackie was one who did.” 

Along with her brother and daughter, Connor is survived by 
her husband, Charles, and her three sons, Jamie, Kerry and Ryan.

Fort Greene’s Spike Lee reunites with Denzel for Tnside Man

A lthough “Inside Man,” the latest film by 
Brooklyn-raised auteur Spike Lee, has- 
n’t even hit theaters yet, Lee tells GO 
Brooklyn that he and the film’s two-time Os- 
car winning star, Denzel Washington, are al- 
ready looking for another project to do to- 

A contemporary heist movie set in down- 
town Manhattan, “Inside Man” — which 
will be released on Friday, March 24 — is 
the pair’s fourth collaboration and the first 
film they have made together as director and 
actor since the 1998 basketball story, “He 
Got Game.” 

“We don’t know what it’s going to be, but 
we know we want to work together soon,” 
the 49-year-old Fort Greene filmmaker told 
reporters in Manhattan recently, adding they 
don’t intend to let so much time elapse be- 
tween projects again. 

Asked if he thinks of himself and Wash- 
ington as this generation’s Martin Scorsese 
and Robert De Niro, Lee replied, “We’ve 
got a couple more films to do. How many 
did they do together? Let’s count them.” 
Rattling off the titles “Mean Streets,” 
“Raging Bull,” “Goodfellas,” “Taxi Driver” 
and “Casino,” the die-hard Knicks fan 
laughed: “Five, right? One more!” 

All joking aside, Lee says Washington’s 
natural talent, coupled with the fact they 
know each other so well, makes for an ex- 
cellent working relationship on movie sets. 

“A lot of my directing, we do in the re- 
hearsal process. You don’t want to start dis- 
cussing character motivations and stuff like 
that on the set. So, we do a lot of that in re- 
hearsal,” explained the graduate of More- 
house College in Atlanta and New York Uni- 
versity’s Tisch School of the Arts. 

“Denzel is a wonderful actor,” he added. 
“He’s one of the greatest actors ever, defi- 
nitely [one of the best] working today. You 
have to understand that there is a reason why 
that is, and so I’m not going to be interrupt- 
ing him all the time, telling him, ‘Denzel, do 
this, do this, do this.’ Also, this is the fourth 
time we’ve worked together — ‘Mo’ Better 
Blues,’ ‘Malcolm X,’ ‘He Got Game’ and 
Tnside Man’ — so we’re very comfortable 
working with each other.” 

“There is a shorthand,” Washington 
agreed. “I like working with Spike. It’s fa- 
miliar territory. I like going to Brooklyn 
[where Lee shoots many of his films]. Being 
able to rehearse and walk around the comer 
and have the art department and everything 
there. It’s like coming home for me. I was 
bom and raised [in New York].” 

Lee and Washington are so comfortable 
with each other, in fact, the handsome actor 
says he feels free to ad-lib some of his dia- 

“I started improvising with Spike 17 years 
ago on ‘Mo’ Better Blues,’ ” Washington re- 
called. “That’s the first time I can remember, 
just fooling around and setting the scenario. It 
was a scene in ‘Mo’ Better Blues’ where we 
were just coming off stage, and I sort of get in 
an argument with Wesley Snipes’s character. 
That’s one of the first times I can remember 
[thinking], ‘OK, let’s improvise.’ ” 

Risky business 

In “Inside Man,” a film in which he also 
improvised numerous memorable lines, 
Washington plays an NYPD detective 
called in to handle a financial-district bank 
robbery that quickly escalates into a hostage 
situation. 

“Sin City” star Clive Owen heads the team 
of robbers, while “Silence of the Lambs” ac- 
tress Jodie Foster plays a mysterious woman 
sent into the besieged bank by a wealthy 
client willing to pay the thieves almost any- 
thing to ignore the contents of a particular 
safe-deposit box and leave the bank.

“The hardest thing, I would say, was 
keeping the many threads to many different 
stories going and to try and have it all come 
together at the end,” Lee admitted. “So, 
when you do something like that, you film 
it, but the hard part comes in the editing 
process.” 

Although Foster plays a basically unlik- 
able character and Owen’s chiseled features 
are covered by a mask throughout most of 
the movie, producer Brian Grazer says he 
never felt “Inside Man” was a particularly 
risky project. 

“I don’t think it’s about taking a chance,” 
said Ron Howard’s long-time producing 
partner. “I think that what we tried to do was 
make a very effective thriller that has this 
red herring, which is sort of this extra com- 
ponent that helps it transcend the genre in 


some way. But I think that we’re gifted to 
have these tremendous actors, and I think 
that having these actors on the one-sheet 
[poster] or in a 30-second [advertising] spot 
or the trailer is a virtue that we’re embracing 
and, of course, people all know that Spike 
Lee is a master filmmaker.” 

Describing the movie as a “word-of- 
mouth” film and stopping short of predicting 
an opening-weekend, box-office number, 
Grazer assured: “I think it will do well.” 

Storytelling tradition 

After two decades of making high-profile 
films, two of which earned him Oscar nomi- 
nations, Lee insists he still doesn’t regard 
himself as a “celebrity,” nor does he think 
his peers consider him one. 

“I don’t know about the word ‘celebrity,’ ” 


he said. “When I think of Denzel and Clive 
and Jodie and Christopher Plummer, I don’t 
think of them as ‘celebrities;’ I think of them 
just as great artists. That’s just my problem 
with the word ‘celebrity.’ I don’t think of 
myself as having elevated status. That’s just 
not the way I think of myself. 

“We’re very happy that, this year, we’re 
going to do several things throughout the 
whole year to celebrate 20 years of making 
film,” said Lee. “But it’s not just a celebra- 
tion of me, it’s a celebration of the body of 
work and the people who have been part of 
that over 20 years. 

“It’s not just me,” he emphasized. “Gor- 
don Parks just passed. Ossie Davis, those are 
individuals that made it possible for myself. 
The grand-daddy of them all, Oscar 
Micheaux, Melvin Van Peebles, those men 
enabled me to tell a story.” 

To illustrate his point about his place in 
the filmmaking pantheon, Lee recalls meet- 
ing an enthusiastic moviegoer in front of a 
Los Angeles movie theater when “She’s 
Gotta Have It” opened in 1986. 

“After the movie let out, this skinny kid 
with thick glasses said: ‘Hello, my name is 
John Singleton. I’m in high school, and I 
want to make movies like you.’ True story. 
So, it’s the evolution. People now make 
movies inspired by John’s film, ‘Boyz N the 
Hood.’ So, you’ve got to keep it going.” 

Spike Lee's "Inside Man" opens in 
movie theaters on March 24. 



Saucy contest 

Andrew Schumacher seems like a regular guy. 
He fives in Carroll Gardens, is married, has an 11- 
month-old daughter and has a job in “the city,” but 
he is not your typical Brooklynite. 

The 26-year-old medical school appficant-tumed- 
cook has landed a spot as a finalist on the reality TV 
show, “The Next Food Network Star.” 

“My wife has been my biggest inspiration,” Schu- 
macher said of spouse Carrie’s support of his career 
switch. “She got me into cooking; she got me into try- 
ing all these different foods that I had never had, like 
sushi among other things. When she was in grad 
school, I would be at home cooking dinner for her and 
once she saw how much I liked it, she encouraged me. 
I came to New York to go to culinary school, and she 
made the journey with me. It’s been unbelievable.” 
Schumacher and Carrie met in their home state, 
Iowa, where both attended the University of Iowa. 
Once Schumacher was sure about his career choice, 
the two moved to New York, where Schumacher at- 
tended the French Culinary Institute. He then got a 
job as a fine cook at AIX, a restaurant on Manhat- 
tan’s Upper West Side, but was forced to quit when 
it was clear his dream job of being a chef in the city 
wasn’t going to pay the bills. 

After Schumacher got a job as a logistics manag- 
er at the New York Blood Center, he then got his 
break as one of the eight finalists for the Food Net- 
work show. During filming, he had to spend three 
weeks away from Carrie and their baby Sierra, in a 
situation that was very surreal, he said. 

“It’s kind of like a retreat,” said Schumacher of 
“Next Food Network Star,” where he shared airtime 
with superstar chefs Mario Batali, Masaharu Mori- 
moto and Bobby Flay (pictured above right with 
Schumacher). “The thing about the show was every- 
one on it was an extrovert personality, so there was a 
lot of energy but no animosity. There was a lot of 
downtime when we were in the [waiting room] — 
for what seemed like forever — and it made it a little 
nerve-racking. Overall it was a great experience and 
everyone genuinely liked each other.” 

On the season premiere, Schumacher is per- 
ceived by the judges as proficient and skillful with 
his food and recipes, but a little out of touch and im- 
personal with the television audience. As one of his 
first challenges, he prepares a dish using his favorite 
ingredient, pork, a meat that Schumacher believes is 
symbolic of his Midwestern roots and is also com- 
plementary to many other foods. 

Schumacher’s lips were sealed about the premiere’s 
finale, so readers will need to tune in to find out if he 
escapes elimination and makes it to episode two. 

Currently, Schumacher is focusing on his Man- 
hattan-based business, Nappants Catering. (The 
word “nappants,” chosen by Schumacher and his 
partner Chef Kevin Bradley, means “perfect consis- 
tency” in French.) 

“The success of a French chef is judged by how 
he can make a sauce,” Schumacher said. “Nappants 
is symbolic for the quality of work that we do here, 
reaching the perfect consistency.”

Using the transgressive art of minstrel- 
ry to reinterpret yet another classic 
American text is in keeping with Woost- 
er Group’s 30-year history: This intrepid, 
envelope-pushing ensemble has always 
taken an aggressive, anarchistic approach 
when deconstructing and appropriating 
masterpieces such as Arthur Miller’s 
“The Crucible” (for their “L.S.D.” in 
1981), Gertrude Stein’s “Doctor Faustus 
lights the Lights” (for “House/Lights” in 
1996), and Thornton Wilder’s “Our 
Town” (which was eventually sourced 
for part of “Route 1 & 9” in 1981), 
which also incorporated blackface. “The 
Emperor Jones,” which reveals little dra-

maturgical tampering in comparison with 
other Wooster Group projects and has 
been part of the company’s rotating 
repertory of plays since 1992, is but the 
latest example of how LeCompte and her 
cohorts revitalize familiar material by 
forcing it to serve purposes contrary to 
those initially intended. 

At least in theory. 

In execution, the current staging feels 
like an old experiment that’s lost all its 
potency. After the initial shock registers 
and fades, there’s little elucidation and 
certainly no epiphany. Which just goes 
to show you that sometimes yesterday’s 
breakthrough is tomorrow’s anachro- 
nism. Kate Valk, dressed in Kabuki 
drag, has been cast against type both in 
terms of gender and race; she remains a 
daring actress as she engages in her ini- 
tially cringe-worthy mugging and incon- 
gruous — if diverting — modem dance 
interludes. 

But her performance quickly plateaus 
into a series of pre-set gestures and af- 
fectations. You begin to wish that she 
was even bolder, even broader, more 
over-the-top, more beyond-the-pale. 
There’s nothing timid in her recreation 


to be sure, but there’s also nothing intim- 
idating about it either. 

Far from horrifying or challenging the 
(nearly all-white) audience, Valk mildly 
discomforts them, and then leaves them 
feeling self-congratulatory at having po- 
litely sat through something avant-garde. 
Since there’s nothing savagely satirical 
and since the style undermines the narra- 
tive, what’s left is an extended sketch 
with a jarring punchline that’s neither 
pointed nor provocative. 

Today, you look at the work of young 
companies like Big Art Group or The 
Neutrino Projects — two contemporary 
troupes which blur the lines between 
film and theater in fascinating ways — 
and you realize that while The Wooster 
Group was a pioneer for interdiscipli- 
nary stagecraft, they’re not pioneers in 
that sense anymore. What was once 
novel has become codified; they’ve got 
a set theatrical vocabulary that’s as en- 
trenched as that of the Berliner Ensem- 
ble or the Comedie Francaise. When it 
works, you’re aware of a one-of-a-kind 
vision that helped to redefine the param- 
eters of theater. When it doesn’t, what 
comes to mind is the Emperor’s clothes. 



The Trouble with Corkscrews, Part 1 


P eople have been removing corks 
from wine bottles for hundreds of 
years now. Don’t you think that 
we would have gotten it right by now? 

First, though, why cork? Wine needs 
to be kept inside the bottle, and air 
needs to be kept out. If oxygen comes 
into contact with wine, the wine will 
oxidize, and turn bad. Oxidized wines 
turn brown and have a sherry-like smell. 

from the winery in large clay vessels 
called Amphorae. Wine was topped with 
a thin layer of olive oil to keep the air 
out, but this did nothing to prevent 
spilling. Wax soaked cloth was used, but 
this was hardly an ideal solution. 
Technology changed from earthenware 
to wood, and barrels were used to store 
and ship wine. The wine was poured out 
into pitchers or decanters and brought 
to the table, or sold by the measure by 
merchants. Glass was relatively expen- 
sive, so the wealthy used their own 
bottles, often stamped with their initials, 
family crest or symbol. They sealed these 
bottles with cork, the inner bark of the 
cork oak, which grew in Portugal and 
Spain, dipping the sealed neck of the 
bottle into wax to preserve it and to keep 
out burrowing insects. 

In the early 1700s glass-blowing tech- 
nology improved, and bottles could be 
made cheaply and in great quantities. 
English wine merchants bottled wines in 
their shops, sealing them with corks, 
selling the wine by the bottle. Fraud was 
not uncommon, and those with a better 
reputation were able to charge a higher 
price for their wines. 

In the 20th Century, Baron Philippe 
de Rothschild, owner of Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild, changed things in 


the wine world by insisting that he over- 
see the full production of every bottle of 
his wine. His wine was bottled at the 
Chateau, and the cork was branded with 
the name Mouton, he Baron’s way of 
insuring the quality of his wine. 

To safely and easily remove the cork, 
we must begin with a good corkscrew: it 
does not have to be expensive to be 
good, but it must have a good screw. 
Look down the corkscrew from the 
point. The worm, the part that goes into 
the cork, must look like it was made 
from a piece of steel that was wrapped 
around a rod, so that you can actually 
put a slim skewer or a long toothpick 
down the middle. This kind of 
corkscrew will grab the most cork while 
putting the least amount of steel into the 
cork. The type that looks like it was 
made from a steel rod that had the 
groove cut into it will make dry corks 
crumble. 

Turn the corkscrew until it penetrates 
the cork to the bottom. This keeps the 
cork from breaking in half, leaving part 
of the cork in the bottle. Open the lever 
on the side, hook it onto the lip of the 
bottle, and pull the handle up, letting 
the handle act as a lever.

Pinnacle of punk 

UnionDocs bring premier bands together

T his is how Johanna 
dances,” Katrina Toshiko 
says. The petite woman 
arches her back and holds 
out her arms like the wings 
of an eagle, demonstrating 
her friend’s body language. 

Johanna Linsley laughs, 
seeming more pleased than em- 
barrassed by Toshiko’s elegant 
interpretation of her dancing. 

Toshiko, a dancer and per- 
formance artist, will have plenty 
of opportunity to stmt her stuff 
this coming month at Union- 
Docs, the Williamsburg art 
space where she, Linsley and 
seven other artists live and 
work. A gallery that has held 
exhibitions and video screen- 
ings, hosted a radio show and 
Web casts, UnionDocs will 
present two edgy concerts this 
month by artists with reputa- 
tions for getting the audience on 
their feet and dancing. 

On Saturday, Joe Lally, bass 
player of Washington D.C.’s 
avant-punk band Fugazi, will 
headline with a stripped-down 
set of new material. The concert 
will open with an acoustic per- 
formance by Don Zientara, 
whose audio engineering skills 
are apparent on Fugazi’s record- 
ings. 

For a second course of cu- 
riosity-satisfying new material, 
there will also be a set preview- 
ing an upcoming album by 
New York recording artist Craig 
Wedten, founder of the now de- 
funct avant-pop band Shudder 
to Think, and of the successful 
disco-pop project, Baby. 

In an interview in “Spin,” 
Wedren said his upcoming CD 
is following in the footsteps of 
the spine-tinglingly atonal 
Shudder to Think but is “slight- 
ly mellower, clearer, and more 
organic/oceanic.” 

The crowning event, a pre- 
view of Lally’s upcoming solo 
album, promises to be a major 
draw for local Fugazi fans. 
Founded by Minor Threat’s Ian 
MacKaye, Fugazi is known as 
much for a rugged anti-corpo- 
rate stance and politically 
charged lyrics, as for the crowd- 
stirring beat of its music. 

One week later, UnionDocs 
wid again offer the pubdc a 
menu of avant-punk treats. This 
time the bands wid be younger 
and the sounds heavier: if you 
like to dance to funky punk- 
core, this lineup is your ticket to 
pogo paradise. Headliners 
Japanther (Brooklyn’s Ian 
Varek and Matt Redly), who 
gained notoriety for concerts 
featuring a backdrop video of 
giant hippie puppets doing the 
nasty, have been compared to 



Urge Overkid and the White 
Stripes. 

The show wid open with an- 
other two-man outfit, Mikaela’s 
Fiend, an arty Seattie-based pair 
who appear to be bent on reliv- 
ing that city’s golden age of 
grunge. (“Oh, tom clothing” 
reads the mysterious title of this 
band’s web page.) Mikaela’s 
Fiend wid be fodowed by Port- 
land’s Show Me the Pink, a co- 
ed disco punk group whose 
members moonlight as a bicy- 
cle-dance ensemble, making 
rhythm-driven music with two 
keyboards, bass, drum and 
trumpet. 

Further musical drubbing wid 


be offered by The USAisAMon- 
ster, a Brooklyn duo whose 
heavy sounds combine horns 
and Native American chants 
with prog, punk and metal influ- 

Judging by the crowd at 
UnionDoc’s Feb. 11 dance par- 
ty, the concerts wid likely attract 
an unselfconscious bunch of 
young artists and intedectuals 
ready to leave their hang-ups at 
the door and boogie down. That 
event featured a DJ and a video 
backdrop of everyday New 
Yorkers dancing to their favorite 
songs, part of a dance perform- 
ance caded “29 Friends” that in- 
cluded codaborative contribu- 



tions by UnionDocs 
members. 

Although held on 
the night of the 
biggest bdzzard in 
New York history, it 
attracted a sizable 
crowd of 60 or more 
revelers. A festive, 
friendly atmosphere 
reigned, and al- 
though the coat area 
was the center of the 
mayhem, every kitten eventual- 
ly located her lost mittens. 

Founded by film director 
Christopher Aden in 2003, 
UnionDocs is a self-described 
“arts codaborative” whose 
members located one another 
on Craig’s List, the free inter- 
net classified ad site. 

The three-story budding at 
322 Union Ave. in Williamsburg 
has been lovingly renovated by 
the members themselves, who 
live in the two upper apartments. 
The artists share the labor of 
running the 700-square-foot 
gadery space below, where their 
documentary video and per- 
formance works are made pub- 
lic. The events are held in 
UnionDocs’s clean, white- 
waded room, washed with sun- 
light. In the evenings, a large 
movie screen can be puded 
down from the ceiling, hiding 
the office area in back, and the- 
ater seating materializes in the 
form of chairs and handmade 
wooden benches with red cush- 
ions. For big parties, the bench- 
es are lined up against the wads. 

UnionDocs has also been 
home to a broad range of events 
involving artists outside of their 
codaborative group over the 
past two and a half years, show- 
casing work from Germany, the 
United States, Afghanistan, Ice-

land and Iraq. UnionDocs’s 
members traveled to Berlin to 
participate in the international 
documentary performance se- 
ries, the “Rodende Road-Schau 
(Rolling Road Show).” Despite 
this global reach, UnionDocs 
events have repeatedly focused 
on topics that impact the lives of 
Brooklynites directly, such as 
pubdc housing issues and podee 
bmtadty, as wed as those that 
engage us as Americans and as 
participants in a worldwide 
community. 

The upcoming avant-punk 
concerts are a reflection of 
UnionDocs’s members’ cmrent 
emphasis on performance. 

“We’re having weekly 
workshops [within the group],” 
Executive Director Linsley 
says, “to focus on the develop- 
ment of a full-length perform- 
ance,” slated to occur next 
summer. 

Videos of UnionDocs events 
are accessible to the pubdc via 
“video podcast” on their Web 
site, www.uniondocs.org, and 
subscribers with Ipods “wid be 
automatically informed of up- 
dates,” says member Paul Kiel. 

About the current dance and 
music event schedule Linsley 
says, “Our aim is to raise some 
money, but also to give our base 
of supporters a good time.”

Fear of a white candidate 


A GROUP OF BLACK CHURCHES 
has barred the only white candidate 
in the race to succeed retiring Rep. 
Major Owens from speaking at its forum. 

Voters in the 11th Congressional District 
— who, notwithstanding those in the dis- 
trict’s predominantly white Brownstone 
Brooklyn neighborhoods, are overwhelm- 
ingly black — have chosen black candidates 
(first Shirley Chisholm, then Owens) in 
every election since the district was formed 
under the Voting Rights Act in 1969. 

While it might be admirable for this pat- 
tern to continue, minority representation does 
not, by definition, mean representation by a 
minority, as Arthur Eisenberg of the New 
York Civil Liberties Union tells our Rachel 
Monahan in a front page story this week. 
There is no reason to suppose that black vot- 


ers, any more or less than their white coun- 
terparts, will vote race over ability. 

New Yorkers have long embraced those 
who are different from themselves (we 
have a mayor with a thick Boston accent, 
a U.S. senator from Arkansas, and a gay 
City Council speaker whose selection was 
heartedly endorsed by the council’s most 
prominent Orthodox Jew), so we’re sur- 
prised by the suggestion that voters in the 
11th district need to be shielded from this 
option. 

The white candidate, City Councilman 
David Yassky, may in the end be discount- 
ed as a carpetbagger not in tune with the 
district — after all, he moved to Brooklyn 
just before his council run, and he didn’t 
live in the congressional district as the cur- 
rent campaign began. On the other hand. 


his experience in Washington and reputa- 
tion as a “policy wonk” may trump his 
shortage of hometown credentials. 

Three of the black candidates — Chris 
Owens, state Sen. Carl Andrews and Coun- 
cilwoman Yvette Clarke — are capable of 
battling Yassky without hiding behind their 
color. (We’ve previously expressed our dis- 
dain for Assemblyman Nick Perry.) 

The best hope for residents of the 11th 
CD — black and white — is to elect a can- 
didate supportive of the interests and aspira- 
tions of the entire district. Getting to that 
point requires a discussion of the parochial 
concerns of individual neighborhoods and 
individual constituencies. Each candidate — 
regardless of race (white or black) and eth- 
nic origin (African-American or Caribbean- 
American) should be put to this test.

Your recent news story about Gover- 
nors Island (“Gov. Island gondola a 
‘go,’” Feb. 18) was informative, but 
missed another side of the story. 

The federal government sold the island 
in 2003 to the city and state for $1, even 
though the General Services Administra- 
tion estimated its value at $500 million. 
Had GSAput this site up for public auc- 
tion, private developers may have bid $1 
billion or more. 

Those revenues could have been used 
toward reducing our $7-trillion national 
debt or balancing our budget deficit, 
which will be more than $400 billion 
next year. 

Proceeds could have also been used to 
provide badly needed federal assistance 
to New York City and New York State. 
These dollars could have supported capi- 
tal improvements for other projects 
which could have benefited Brooklyn. 

Both Albany and City Hall face their 
own multi-billion-dollar deficits and 
long-term debt. Between local bureau- 
cratic rules and regulations, and no con- 
sensus on what to do. New Yorkers may 
end up waiting until the end of this 


decade for any beneficial use of Gover- 
nors Island. Despite spending over $120 
million in city and state funds to date for 
infrastructure improvements, taxpayers 
have seen no real changes. 

It would have been a better deal to turn 
this site over to the private sector years 
ago. 

A private developer like Donald 
Tmmp would invest his own money, re- 
sulting in a significant number of con- 
struction jobs during conversation. Cre- 
ation of new businesses would have 
provided permanent employment oppor- 
tunities, which would be good news to 
out-of-work New Yorkers. New tax rev- 
enue could be generated by both compa- 
nies and employees. 

Native Americans were robbed when 
they sold Manhattan Island, but we tax- 
payers are being scalped on this transac- 
tion today!

Full Faith Ministries 
and the Woman 
Behind the Lens 


B rooklynite Carol Clark has two driving forces in 

HER LIFE: serving her community and serving her church. 
The retired postal worker and busy mom has discovered that 
Brooklyn Community Access Television (BCAT) is the perfect 
conduit to allow her to do both.

In 1989, after “back sliding” from 
the Methodist church which she 
attended for most of her young life, 
Clark met a pastor who opened up a 
door for her to a new denomination - 
Inter-denominational Pentecostalism. 
The church changed her life immea- 
surably and gave a new meaning to 
her faith. 

Her second home now for over 
sixteen years, the church not only 
became a place of congregation but a 
reality on small screen. 

The Full Faith Ministries, which is 
both the name of the church and the 
title of her show, has been part of 
BCAT’s faith-based Sunday tine up 
since the early 1990s - and Clark has 
been involved since the start. 

A “religious reality show,” viewers 
not only get to listen to the stories of 
how the congregants found religion, 
they can also experience a Sunday 
morning church service from the 
comfort of their living rooms — com- 
plete with hymns, sermons, the 
sounds of crying babies, and occasion- 
al comedic sight of someone losing 
their wig. The programs are taped live 
inside the church, which is located at 
1515 Bedford Avenue. 

“Some shows are staged and are done 
in the studio, ours is not. We want to 
bring people into our world and show 
them what it’s like to have faith and, 
most importandy, teach them about 
God. Otherwise it’s tike being a Girl 
Scout and never knowing why you’re 
selling the cookies,” she says. 


Prior to the first taping, several 
church members spent about a year 
learning about the inner workings of 
video taping and editing. Clark had 
never worked with cameras before and 
experienced difficulty with editing 
footage. She recalled that her first spe- 
cial for the Full Faith Ministries had no 

In 2003, Clark began taking classes 
on computer technology and televi- 
sion production at BCAT and then 
volunteering on various programs at 
BCAT - a practice she continues to 
this day mainly to hone her skills. “I 
want to learn as much as I can about 
shooting a video. I feel that if I don’t 
volunteer and work with other pro- 
ducers I won’t be as proficient as I 
could be,” she says. 

She currendy volunteers on several 
shows a week, programs that expose 
her to different walks of life like A 
Cable to Jewish Life, a program about 
the history and culture of the Jewish 
people; The Bernice Brooks Show, a 
musical variety showcase; and BCAT 
SportsTalk, a BCAT-produced show 
that covered local sports. 

“I love volunteering. It helps me 
learn things because I interact with so 
many different people on regular 
basis,” says the Bedford Stuyvesant 
resident. 

Two years ago, to her surprise, she 
found herself in front of the camera as 
a guest on a 3-part special of the 
Reporter Roundtable called “Sons of 
Brooklyn, ” a BCAT-produced program

for which she was serving as a camera 
operator. “The show talked about 
young males that had been antago- 
nized or were not accepted by differ- 
ent people in society, including law 
enforcement. The first segment was 
with mothers and their experiences 
with their children, then with the 
sons, and then with the moms’ 
responses to what their sons had to say 
about the situation. I didn’t expect to 
be on the show, but they asked me to 
join them. It was cool because I got to 
speak my mind,” said the usually 
camera-shy Clark. 

Three years into her new “career,” 
Clark has acquired a much stronger 
command of editing and is able to 
tape and edit the show much more 
efficiently. And she’s still learning: she 
recently completed an audio class 
where she learned her way around a 
soundboard. 

Her next step? To provide a little 
humor for the soul by producing a 
comedy variety show for Full Faith 
Ministries. “We want people to see 
that having faith can be serious and 
yet pleasurable — that they can live full 
and active lives.”

The other day in Prospect Park, 
this proud son (or was it daugh- 
ter?) of Brooklyn was minding 
his own business when a vi- 
cious killer Lonicera Japonica 
started choking him to death. 

You may know Lonicera 
japonica as Japanese honey- 
suckle, but I know him as 
Trouble — with a capital T 
and that rhymes with V and 
that stands for “vicious inva- 
sive killer weed.” 

That’s right, patriots, Brook- 
lyn is under attack by dozens of 
invasive species, many of 
which have slipped across our 
borders under the seemingly in- 
nocent guise of looking nice in 
your aunt’s garden, fillin g up 
that flowerpot on your stoop or, 
even more insidiously, being on 
display at the Botanic Garden. 

Indeed, in the park the oth- 
er day, green-helmeted sol- 
diers from the Prospect Park

Alliance spotted a few rogue 
saplings of Kalopanax pictus, 
an invasive tree that chokes 
out native species. 

And the only known source 
of Kalopanax pictus is — cue 
the cheesy horror movie music 
— the Brooklyn Botanic Gar- 
den across the street! 

You don’t need a weather- 
man to know the way the wind 

“We’re under attack by 
these killer species and they’re 
winning,” said Mike Feller, 
who battles invasive species 
for the Parks Department. 

Experts like Feller say inva- 
sive weeds are a threat to bio- 
diversity, undermine habitats 
for birds, and destroy our 
forests. And Public Enemy #1 
is the Norway maple. Sure, 
you love his shade, but his ex- 
tra-long mating period and his 
fibrous root system is literally 
choking the life out of Brook- 
lyn’s native trees like the lo- 
cust tree (also known by its 


nom de plume, Robinia pseudo- 
acacia — geshundeit!). 

Rounding out the park’s 
Most-Wanted List are the 
pungeant garlic mustard, a 
weed that is spreading faster 
than lice through an elemen- 
tary school; creepy newcomer 
Polygannum perfoliatum, the 
so-called mile-a-minute vine 
that has started showing up on 
the big sledding hill behind the 
Tennis House; the porcelain- 
berry, a seductive-but-deadly 
vine often ordered from cata- 
logues because of its beauty 
(it’s the mail-order bride of the 
invasive weed world); the 
aforementioned honeysuckle 
— don’t turn your back on 
this kudzu-of-the-rising-sun; 
Japanese stilt grass, which has 
been spotted in the Quaker 
Cemetery (you know this war 
clearly is hell if even the 
Quakers are in the fight); and 
phragmites, those thin reeds 
that have taken up residence 
along the entire lakefront. The 


thus altissima, or “tree of 
heaven” — is a pernicious 
Asian weed that must be 
stopped! 

“In ‘A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn,’ it’s a metaphor for 
hope because it grows through 
a crack in a sidewalk,” said 
Anne Wong of the Prospect 
Park Alliance. “That’s great as 
a symbol in a book, but it’s an 
invasive weed tree.” 

Wong admits that the inva- 
sion is so massive that she has 
considered the nuclear option, 
but, alas, rejected it because of 
the collateral damage. 

“We really don’t like to 
spray pesticides everywhere,” 
she said. “When we use them, 
we prefer to dab a few drops 
onto a vine’s roots.” (Clearly, 
Wong is a woman who does- 
n’t love the smell of napalm in 
the morning.) 

Instead, Wong and her crew 
spent 2,263 man-hours last year 
pulling up, cutting and disman- 
tling terror cells throughout the 


these plants, 
but in our- 
selves. 

America is

or a heartless botanical bully 
looking to pick on some de- 
fenseless sap. 

“They come over here and 
reproduce like mad because 
there’s no natural predator,” 
Wong said. “Back home, there 
must be a fungus or worm that 
keeps them in check.” 

And even though I’m ready 
to lock up all these foreigners 
in internment camps and 
throw away the key, let’s be 
clear about our enemy: Not all 
‘foreign” species are invasive, 
Wong said. 

“Magnolias are not native,

but they’ve proven to be quite 
good citizens,” she said. 

OK, so you magnolias can 
stay. But I’m calling for our 
borders to be sealed once and 
for all. If some Morns alba 
thinks he can have a better life 
here than back in China, I’m 
sorry. Believe me, it’ll be the 
best for both of us. 

After all, Wong said, many 
of our most beloved species, 
like goldenrod or the mighty 
pin oak, are considered inva- 
sive weeds overseas.

Whole Foods seeking more land 
for its Gowanus supermarket

Whole Foods could get 
the whole block. 

The giant natural and organic 
food retailer is in talks to pur- 
chase two industrial sites on 
property adjacent to its planned 
store on Third Avenue and 
Third Street in Gowanus, the 
owner of one of the lots told 
The Brooklyn Papers. 

If the purchases go through, 
they would more than double 
the size of Whole Foods real es- 
tate along Third Street, reaching 
the entire length between Third 
Avenue and the Gowanus 
Canal. 

Meanwhile, the city Depart- 
ment of Sanitation — citing 
“character integrity issues” — 
this week closed one of the 
businesses operating next to the 
planned supermarket. 

“Whether we want to leave 
or not, Whole Foods is going to 
own this block,” said Tony 
Cantilli, an owner of the Red 
Hook Crushers, which has re- 
cycled and sold building mate- 
rial on a one-acre piece of Third 
Street for the past 21 years. 

Owners of the second lot, 


which houses All-Boro Build- 
ing Supplies, did not return calls 
seeking comment. 

Cantilli, who said his compa- 
ny was in talks with Whole 
Foods, blamed the retailer for 
the unexpected closure 
“Let’s just say that Whole 
Foods is a very powerful poper- 
ty owner,” Cantilli said. “And if 
[Whole Foods] says they have 
problems with us, the city has 
problems with us.” 

Whole Food denied Cantil- 
li’s assertion. “This is an unfor- 
tunate rumor that is absolutely 
untrue,” said spokesman Fred 
Shank. “Whole Foods Market 
is focused on the operation of 
one one company: our own.” 
Before the city’s Business In- 
tegrity Commission [BIC] rec- 
ommended that Sanitation in- 
vestigate the crusher, there had 
been just two violations on the 
site — one in 2003 for “dust 
conditions,” and another in 
1999 for leaving concrete 
bricks and other debris on the 
sidewalk. 

Sanitation denied that Whole 
Foods had anything to do with 
its decision to close the plant. 

“There were character and 
integrity issues related to opera- 


tion,” said Department of Sani- 
tation spokesman Keith Mellis. 
“We investigated, took some 
steps and eventually reached the 
end of the road.” 

The BIC did not return 


phone calls seeking comment 
for this article. 

Whole Foods is envisioning 
a glistening store at their Third 
Avenue and Third Street site 
— a marked departure for the 


two-acre lot, a junkyard when 
Red Hook Cmshers came to 
the neighborhood in 1985. 

But as previously reported 
in The Brooklyn Papers, the 
urbane grocer came onto some 


unexpected complications this 
fall when underground gaso- 
line storage tanks were found 
on the site. Now the store’s 
opening has been delayed un- 
til 2008. 

Plans released last year 
show a 42,000-square foot 
building with a large under- 
ground kitchen and food 
preparation area. In the fall, 
cleanup of the site was slowed 
when underground storage 
tanks were found buried on 
the site. 

Currently, the Massachu- 
setts-based retailer is revising 
its design, according to a 
spokesman for the company. 

Spokesman Shank declined 
to comment on how new 
acreage could affect their 
building plans. 

“Whole Foods Market is 
constantly looking at sites for 
possible new store locations,” 
said Shank. 

Red Hook Cmshers was the 
last business of its type in 
Brooklyn. It attracted 75 deliv- 
ery trucks a day and produced 
between 500 and 1000 cubic 
yards of mixed aggregate — 
dirt, brick and concrete used 
for paving streets and building.

Here’s some advice if you’re 
planning on switching alle- 
giances from the Knicks to the 
Nets if they move to Brooklyn:

That’s because you’re bound to 
miss an eye-opening Jason Kidd pass 
or the Nets nearly blowing a 19 point 
lead. The Nets, looking to shake off a 
four-game losing streak, took on the 


Hornets and Rockets after a well- 
needed four days off. 

Lawrence Frank sought the 100th 
victory in his career against the man 
he replaced, Byron Scott, coach 
of the New Orleans/Okla- 
homa City Hornets, the 
losers of five straight. 

Whatever drills Frank 
employed during the 
break, they worked, 
because the Nets 
came out sharp, with 
an 8-0 mn. The Nets 
went 9 of 14 from the 
field and did a terrific job 
defensively, holding the 
Hornets scoreless well into the 
first half, and forced them to miss 
their first six shots. 

“It hasn’t been since the (All-Star) 


break where we were able to come 
out and do what we did,” Frank said. 
“We played really good defense in the 
first half, forcing them to shoot some 
shots with just three or four sec- 
onds left on the shot clock.” 
Vince Carter, who 
scored 27 points on the 
night, had a stretch in 
the second quarter 
where he scored sev- 
en points in a row and 
the Net lead swelled 
up to 14, and back 
down to 8 at the half. 
After another quick start, 
the lead swelled to 19 

But as usual, things got tight for 
the Nets, who allowed the Hornets 
back into the game. The Hornets 


stormed back, led by probable NBA 
Rookie of the Year Chris Paul, who 
closed the lead to 82-78 with 2:42 left 
in the game. Paul finished with 17 
points and seven assists. 

But Kidd showed the youngster 
how the best point guard on the plan- 
et plays the game, nailing a clutch 
three-pointer with 1:42 left, giving the 
Nets a seven-point lead. The Nets 
would go 8 for 8 from the line and 
snap their losing streak with a sigh of 
relief and a 95-84 win. 

“I think (our execution) has been 
under scrutiny of late and it starts as a 
team,” Kidd said. “We all support one 
another and I thought tonight was a 
great example of those guys coming 
off the bench and giving us a big lift.” 

The Nets took their shaky second 
half play of Sunday night’s game into 


Monday’s game against a Tracy Mc- 
Grady-less Rocket team, missing 
their first 15 of 22 against Houston, 
and falling behind early. The Rockets 
other star, Yao Ming, dominated the 
paint and got more touches without 
McGrady, scoring 36 on the evening. 
Too bad the rest of the Rockets could- 
n’t hit the bottom of the net, shooting 
just 17 of 59 from the field. All that 
clanking allowed the Nets to take a 
commanding lead in the second quar- 
ter after a 16-6 run. Another 1 1-2 mn 
opened the second half, blowing the 
game wide open. 

Carter led the Nets with 29 and Kidd 
had bis sixth triple-double of the season 
and 73rd of his career, with 11 points, 
10 rebounds and 10 assists as the Nets 
cruised to the start of a modest two- 
game win streak and a 90-77 victoiy.
